I hope my friend, Mr. T. P. Gill, will 
not suspect me of having designs on his 
seat as Chairman of the National Savings 
Committee if I pass along to “ Diary ” 
readers a few simple and, to me, startling 
figures which were thrown at me the other 
evening by an actuarial friend.

The average London 
night club is a pretty fair “rookery, 

but those of Paris are worse. The cham- 
pagne.is certainly rather better, but the 
char@ters are quite as uninteresting, and 
even the Russians, who are predominant 
in these places as dancers and waiters, 
have now wearied of posing 48 members of 
the old nobility. 

A number of French people have taken 
to frequenting the night clubs, in spite of 
the fact that the prices are those of the 
United States or of Cairo or Deauville. 
They are mostly of the wealthy, financial 
set. or members of the old aristocracy who 
have married into rich Jewish or American 
families. 


HOUSE-AGENCY PIRATES. 


The housing difficulty is worse—far 
worse—than that of London, and the 
agents are sheer pirates, working hand-in- 
glove with the concrerges or janitors. 
You pay ten per cent. of the value of the 
first vear’s rent to the agent, another ten 
per cent. to the concierge, and, over and 
above that, you find that you are expected 
fo take over, at an outrageous price, such 
fittings and furniture as the previous 
tenant has leit. That is polite fiction. 
They have probably been installed by the 
concierq?e, acting with the agent. 

it was a relief to walk into a workmen's 

caié and drink honest white wine on the 
counter, and listen to the genial Parisian 
repartee of meckanics and other worthy 
fellows. The police service has improved 
immensely. This is largely owing to the 
energetic Monsieur Chiappe, the new 
chief. He has also formed a Flying 
Brigade of young ex-officers, who belong to 
the higher ranks of poticedom, and are at 
their ease in all classes ol society. 
With the advent off sports, the emanci- 
pation of the young French girl of good 
family has come about. At one time she 
could not speak to a stranger unless her 
parents were present; in fact, she would 
not speak to her own fiancé until per- 
mitted to do so. Now she is as free as her 
English or American sister. 
The anti-foreign feeling, 
come vears ago, has died down. Even the 
Germans are welcomed now. At almost 
every turn I met English people who have 
settled in Paris. or have estabfished 
regular residence there. I also noticed 
that many of the restaurants offered eggs 
end bacon on their menus—a dish which 
was unknown to the French betore the war. 
Good wine was dear, and the restaurants 
far from cheap. In fact, one fares much 
better in the French provinces than im 
Paris, which used to be the centre of good 
and cheap cooking. Yes, on this visit, 
Paris was disappointing.

Mr. William Field said that at a recent 
meeting of the Irish Cattle Traders’ and 
Stockowners’ Association he had spoken in 
favour of a resolution protesting against the 
proposed substitution of the single line. It 
would. lessen transport facilities, especially 
for stock for the Dublin markets, and in- 
terfere with the export trade through the 
port of Dublin. The plan was stated to 
have been tried in the North, and given up 
as unsuccessful, He was not satisfied with 
the explanation given in the letter from the 
chairman of the company, and the matter 
would be brought up before the Railway 
Tribunal. It had not been proved that the 
single line would be more economical. 

Mr. C. MeLoughlin advised confidence in 
the railway directors. They had stated that 
they could handle fifty per cent. more traffic 
under the new system, and give as good time 
keeping as at present. He considered the 
Board shovld take no action in the matter. 

Mr. W. McDowell said that obviously the 
Board of the Great Southern Railways must 
have given the matter very careful considera- 
tion, and he felt sure they did not want to 
do anything which, would injure the country 
or their own trade. The company had said 
in their letter that they considered the 
change wonld enable them to give the facili- 
tes outlined by Sir Walter Nugent in his 
letter to the Mullingar Commissioners.

ROAD REPAIRS. 


At a meeting of the Louth County Council 
in Dundalk yesterday, Mr. Kierans, a 
Drogheda Councillor, said that motorists had 
complained to him during the week that the 
men engaged on the road work near Drogheda 
had refused to leave the way to allow cars 
One motorist referred to them as 


of road under repairs, virtually all the lamps 
were out. and it was almost impossible to 
drive a car along the road.

The Chairman, Mr. Magee, said that he had 
received so many complaints of late that he 
thought the most reasonable thing to do 
would be to close their roads and send the 
motorists miles around while the repairs 
were being carried out. There should be 
reason in everything, but there was none 
amongst some of the "bus drivers, who: in- 
sisted on passing one another when going 
through Ardee. He had seen this happen, 
and the people who did that were not fit to 
drive "buses which carried fifty people. They 
were travelling at. absurd speeds. He 
wondered that the authorities were not taking 
more strict action in this-matter. It was no 
excuse that these speeds were necessary be- 
cause at some parts of the road the "buses 
were held up owing to road repairs. 
The County Surveyor said that the only 
practical thing was to adopt the system in 
force in Northern Ireland, and that was to 
have a Civic Guard with every gang of men 
repairing a road. The Guard would be 
responsible for the calling on of the traffic. 
Some of the motorists who travelled the roads 
wanted the workmen to lift the horses clean 
off the roads while they passed.

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WHEN MARGARINE WAS 
DUMPED IN HOSPITAL 


GROUNDS. 


Following on complaint by County Hos- 
pital patients at Waterford some time ago 
against the use of margarine, an interesting 
discussion ensued at Waterford County Hos- 
pital Committee on Wednesday evening. 
In the report submitted to the Committee, 
Dr. V. J. White said that there was little 
difference in the fat and protein contents of 
animal fat, margarine and butter. The 
calorific equivalents of the two products were 
as 100 is to 103 per cent... Both were rich 
im growth promotion and in soluble vitamins 
so necessary to digestion. The margarine 
supplied was made under the most sanitary 
conditions, and the fats and oils were ab- 
solutely pare. Margarine was now a staple 
fat food, and contained the same nourishing 
ualities as butter, at about half the price. 
Margarine manufactured in Waterford and 
generally throughout the Free State was in 
every respect a food health-giving and body- 
building. From the point of view of patients, 
it was just as good as the best creamery 
butter. 

The Secretary said-that the margarine used 
came from Cork, and was not of Waterford 
manufacture, 

Mrs, Whelan said that the patients would 
not use Mergarine. She had known some 
cases where they preferred dry bread, and 
others preterred to go hungry before they 
wouid eat margarine. 

Mr. Drea proposed that the patients get 
butter where possible, and said that if a 
person took a dislike to food, no matter for 
what reason, it was not nourishing and would 
not be beneficial. 

Mrs. White (Chairman) said that the only 
person who had any objection to margarine 
was one man, who was very difficult to deal 
with, and, not a hospital patient at all. 
Councillor Cosgrave, former workhouse 
master, said he would second Mr. Drea’s pro- 
position. In his time as master all the 
patients objected, and dumped the margarine 
in the hospital grounds rather than eat it.

Perhaps, the answer is indicated in the 
latest news from. Johannegburg. Recently, 
when the Coloured Mine-workers’ Union 
applied to the Government for registra- 
tion, the request was referred to the 
European South African Mine-workers’ 
Union. The white union’s reply was. pub- 
lished yesterday. It objects on the ground 
that it is contemplating the deletion of 
the word ‘‘European’’ from its own 
title, since it desires to extend its member- 
ship to all persons employed in mines 
who are earning the minimum wage based 
on the white standard. The issue thus 
raised is vastly important, and the trade 
tinions throughout South Africa are 
divided upon it. The gravity of the colour 
problem was explained on Wednesday, by 
Mr. W. Fitzgerald, to the Geography 
Section of the British Association. He 
said that, in comparison with the menace 


the quarrels between the two white stocks 
were insignificant. The blacks form more 
than eighty per cent. of the population, 
but they possess no political power, and 
have no! active share in the building of 
the State. Nevertheless, they are an 
indispensable factor in South Africa's 
progress; for their labour is essential to 
the mines, and the white farmer is com- 
pletely dependent on them. Will it be 
possible to deny social and political 
opportunity to the natives when the 
present difference in economic status 
between whites and blacks has been 
removed? Mr. Fitzgerald thinks that, 
“without a policy of segregating the 
whites and blacks in two distinct zones, 
the ultimate submergence of the white 
State is assured’’; and he urges white 
South Africa to fortify the tribal base of 
Bantú ‘life. This is, in Francis Bacon's 
phrase, a “ desperate The 
invincible working of economic law seems 
to ordain the increasing urbanisation of 
native life and the black man’s increasing 
efficiency in the arts of progress. Already, 
as we see, a great union of white labour 
is prepared to admit him on equal terms. 
It is almost certain that the catastrophic 
test of South Affican statesmanship must 
come within the next fifty years. 

For other countries, too, yreat develop- 
ments are inevitable during the next half- 
century ; and boys, now at school, who are 
destined to reach the Psalmist’s span 
will see the making of much history. 
They will see the abolition of space 
through the triumphs of aviation. They 
will see changes, at present incalculable, 
in the United States of America, which 
still are mewing their mighty youth. 
During the next fifty years also may come 
the full evolution of the British Com- 
monwealth. In the various countries of 
Europe crises, of which the beginnings 
already are visible, will come to a head 
and will furnish formidable problems for 
statesmanship. It is manifest that the 
present Soviet régime in Russia cannot 
endure, and that, sooner or later, that 
gréat country will find her feet and her 
soul, and will be rée-admitted to the 
comity of civilised nations. Ten years 
hence, in the estimate of Italian eco- 
nomists, their narrow peninsula's popula- 
tion will exceed its provision of sustenance, 
and’ the excess must find an outlet— 
probably in ‘other Mediterranean lands.

Protection of Game. 


At a meeting held on the last day of 
May, the Irish Game Protection Associa- 
tion received « letter from the Free. State 
Minister for Justice announcing that a 
bill for the better preservation of game in 
the Saorstát was about to be drafted. We 
understand that ‘the bill now has been 
crawn up and that it will be submitted to 
Dail Eireann during the coming session. 
From the summary of its provisions which 
we publish it will be seen that a far- 
reaching measure is designed. The bill 
proposes to extend the definition of game 
by including wild duck, teal, plover, 
widgeon, snipe and woodcock. These 
birds, which essentially are game, at 
present may be slaughtered at all seasons 
without check. When they are protected 
Ireland’s attenuated stocks of game will 
begin to recover. Partridge and grouse, 
which have been reduced to vanishing 
point in recent years, now will be pre- 
served completely for at least two years. 
The Association fayours protection for 
three years; and, perhaps, the bill could 
be amended, making an extension of the 
period at the end of two years open to

“The Municipal-Council of Paris ’’— 
writes the Paris Correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph—‘‘ is shortly to be called upon 
to consider a scheme which, if accepted, 
will result in the course of time in the 
construction of one of the most impressive 
war’ memorials in the city.” It has been 
decided already that the Marshals of 
France who fought in the Great War shall 
be given their final resting-places in the 


In this way the Invalides—ever a place of 
pilgrimage to men of French blood, proud 
of their race’s high. tradition of arms— 
will become in a peculiar sense the shrine 
of France’s military glory. There, in the 
future, men will pay tribute to the memory 
of France’s greatest general and to those 
generals who defended France in her hour 
of supreme peril. Napoleon's prayer, 
graven on his tomb, that he should 
be laid among the French people 
whom he loved so well, will serve 
as fitting epitaph for his com- 
panions. To-day a fresh proposal has been 
advanced by the councillors of the 
Invalides. They perceive that in course of 
time statues like that which has been 
erected already to General Gallieni will 
be erected to all the Marshals of the Great 
War. They suggest that these ought to 
be erected within a common zone—not 
scattered all over Paris. Accordingly the 
Municipal Council will be asked to allot 
sites on the Esplanade des Invalides, 
between the Pont Alexandre and 
Napoleon’s tomb. It is a proposal worthy 
of Paris, a city which studies to be 
beautiful and dignified. It designs for the 
next generation a marbled pageant of great 
soldiers. Common folk would not 
relish the elaborate planning of their 
graves while yet they live; but then the 
men who led the French nation to victory 
are immortal before they die.

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MR. GODFREY FETHERSTON- 
HAUGH, K.C. 
The death took place on Wednesday last 
at Glenmore, Crossmolina, County Mayo, of 
Mr. Godfrey Fetherstonhaugh, K.C., aged 
seventy years. 
Mr. Godfrey Fetherstonhaugh was the son 
of Mr. Stephen R. Fetherstonhaugh, of Mill- 
town, Co. Westmeath, and Rokeby, Co. 
Dublin. He was educated at Chard Grammar 
School, and in Dublin University, where he 
gained a Classical Scholarship in 1878, and, in 
1880, was First Senior Moderator in Classics. 
Mr. Fetherstonhaugh was admitted to the 
Irish Bar in 1883, and had been Secretary 
of the Connaught Circuit since 1888. In 1895 
he was called to the English Bar. He was 
admitted a Bencher of the King’s Inns, 
Dublin, in 1900. 
From 1906 to 1916 Mr. Fetherstonhaugh 
was Unionist member of Parliament for North 
Fermanagh. He was a Justice of the Peace 
for the Counties of Fermanagh, Mayo, Sligo 
and Westmeath. 


COLONEL NASH. 


Colonel Llewellyn Thomas Manly Nash, 
C.M.G., A.M.S, (retired), died on September 
9th, at Queen Alexandra Military Hospital, 
Millbank, at ‘the age of sixty-seven. He 
received his professional education at the 
Royal College of Surgeons, Ireland, and the 
Rotunda Hospital, Dublin, and was appointed 
medical and surgical resident at the Royal 
City of Dublin Hospital. He was commis- 
sioned sin 1885, and spent eighteen years in 
India, seyving with the Hazaya and the 
Miranzai Expeditions, for which he was 
awarded two clasps) to the medal and was 
mentioned in dispatches. Colonel Nash went 
to France in August, 1714, and had command 
of No. 8 General Hospital at Rouen, and later 
was A.D.M.S., 8th Division. He was twice 
mentioned in dispatches and created C.M.G. 
He returned to England in 1915 owing te ill- 
health, and was subsequently appointed to 
Headquarters, Eastern Command. In 
December, 1916, he was ordered to Blackpool 
to organise the R.A.M.C. centre there, which, 
during his command, increased to nearly 
20,000 officers and men. In August, 1917, 
he was appointed A.D.M.S, in Sussex. He 
married, in 1901, Editha Gertrude. daughter 
of the Kev. Charles Sloggett. Colonel Nash 
will be deeply missed by all his colleagues, 
civil as well as military, for his charm, tact 
and wit had made him many ‘friends.

Kite-flying is becoming increasingly popular 
and, some say, a danger. EA magis- 
trates have decided that it may be an offence 
to fly a kite in a crowded spot. 

Discussing with a London reporter the case 
in which a Brighton woman was fined £2 for 
flying a kite to the danger oí the public on 
the front, a member of a firm of London kite 
manufacturers said that there had been a 
great revival of the sport this year. 

“It is no longer a game for children,” he 
said. “ Men and women all over the —— 
are taking it up. Many are business people 
who want a sport which gives a lot of exercise 
in a little time, and which can be enjoyed at 
any time. 

‘This year we have sold more kites than 
ever. Most enthusiasts go to lonely spots on 
heaths or commons, or to a desolate stretch 
of sea shore. Kite-flying is, perhaps, one of 
the most re gn. and fat-reducing forms 
of exercise; and look how inexpensive it is 
There is no need for elaborate preparations ; 
all that is wanted is the kite itself and a 
strong wind, 

“ People are taking kites into the country 
in their cars, and it is not uncommon to see a 
party of four or five motorists flying a group 
of kites and betting on which will reach the 
greatest height. Hayling Island, off the 
Hampshire coast, and the Isle of Wight are 
ag Eo, ular with kite-flyers. 

“ Box-kites, of course, are favourites. and the. 

old idea of baying kites only for children has 
been given up. People do not hide the fact 
that they are buying kites for themselves, and 
they take the utmost care examining and 
testing them before they buy. 
“ Kite competitions for height and-endur- 
ance records may be organised if the sport 
continues te grow, and there is a suggestion 
for the formation of a kite-flying club.”

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

Nearly two million persons, or slightly 
less than two per cent. of the country’s 
population, are on the Federal “pay roll.” 
Excluding members of Congress, Execu- 
tives, and persons in administrative 
positions not classified in the Civil 
Service, as well as persons holding con- 
tracts for Government work or supplies, 
an official computation shows a total of 
1,791,816 persons deriving their livelihood 
directly from the United States Govern- 
ment. 

A total of 559,138 persons, including all 
employés of the Post Office department, 
were listed in the Civil Service on June 
20th last, the end of the fiscal year. On 
the same dav the Navy had an enlisted 
personnel of 83,566 men, 8,904 officers, and 
2,758 men on its retired roll. 

The Marine Corps included 18,000 en- 
listed men, 1,175 officers and 210 retired, 
while the Army had 121,192 enlisted men, 
12,079 officers and 10,310 retired. 

In addition the coastguard strength was 
shown to be 11,220 officers and enlisted 
men. 


1,000,000 PENSIONERS. 

The country’s pension rolls list 489,942 
veterans of past wars and their dependents, 
receiving monthly allowances from the 
Treasury. 

The world war added another 500,000 to 
that Army, according to statistics which 
show that during .1927 a total of 237,076 
persons were receiving disability compensa- 
tion, the dependents of 82,827 veterans 
received monthly allowances, and insurance 
awards were paid to the beneficiaries of 
153,422 veterans. 

The Veterans’ Bureau figures do not 
include benefits paid out under the so- 
celled Adjusted Compensation, or Bonus 


or the issuance of an insurance policy. A 
total of 3,359,178 claims under the Ad- 
justed Compensation Act have been 
approved by the Bureau.

Pro- 
fessor Hill has found that with the human 
cell this is not the case; that its very 
existence depends on oxidisation. 
“ I contend that this is a really great 
discovery, for by it we begin to have an 
inkling of the mystery of life. The first 
living cells un this earth must have begun 


that they cannot be seen under the finest 
microscope. 
“Professor Hill has shown the very im- 
portant effect of these tiny Jiving cells, 
whose very existence depends on oxidisa- 
tion. I say that he is on the verge of 
discovering, if he has not. already done so, 
the mystery of the living machine, which 
is totally unlike any other machine we 
know.” - 


“ OVERRATED.” 


Professor Hill told a Press Association 
reporter last night that Professor Donnan 
had speetly overrated his work. 

‘Tt. will be a very long time before we 
shall begin to understand the general lines 
on which the living cell is made up,” he 
said, “and almost, hopeless to attempt to 
put them together.. When you reflect that 
there are as many as ten million of them 
to a dot the size of a pinhead, you will 
realise that we should be very clever 
people if we could put them together. 
“Moreover, when vou think that the 
whole of man’s materia] being is derived 
from a single cell only just. yisible, that 
in that cell there is inherent all man’s 
material physical history, you can see 
what a-complex thing that cell is. 

“For anybody to claim to be able to 
build that would be simply preposterous.”

| To-day it is possible to forecast the 
provisions of the Game Preservation Bill 
which the Free State Government proposes 
to submit to the Dail during the autumn 
or early in winter. 

It’ is almost three years since the 
desirabi ity of such legislation was sug- 
gested by the Irish Game Protection 
,Association. The suggestion was favour- 
ably received. by the then Minister for 
Justice, the late Mr. Kevin O’Higgins, 
who invited the further co-operation of the 
Association. The conferences which followed 
were temporarily interrupted by the 
Minister’s tragis death. 

The bill is designed to repeal all the 
former statutes dealing with the protection 
and preservation of game in the Free 
State and to enact a complete code on the 
subject. Under this code suitable dates 
will be prescribed for the close seasons in 
the various counties, and provision is to 
be made for the granting of additional 
powers to the police to deal with poachers ; 
for the introduction of a system of regis- 
tration requiring game dealers to register 
the names of the persons from whom they 
purchase game, and for the alteration of 
the fees. for gun licences and game 
- certificates. 


EXTENDED DEFINITION OF GAME. 
In the first place, the bill will extend 
the definition of game by including wild 
duck, teal, plover, widgeon, snipe and 
woodcock, and the following are the sug- 
gested ‘‘ close seasons’’- for the various 
‘classes : — | 

Wild duck, plover, teal and widgeon—Ist 
March to Ist August. 

‘Snipe and Woodcock—1st March to 12th 
August. 

Grouse—10th December to 12th August. 

Partridge—lst February to 1st October. 

Pheasants—lIst February to Ist October. 

Hares—20th March to Ist October. 

An important proposal of the new bill 
will be that, save under permit, no person 
shall be allowed to take or kill partridge 
or grouse for a period of two years from 
the operation of the new Act. 
country’s stock of this game has become 
seriously depleted in recent years. It is 
stated that at its meeting yesterday the 
Committee of the Irish Game Protection 
Association declared itself in favour of 
such a prohibition for even three years. 


LAW REGARDING HARES. 

It is further proposed that power be 
reserved to the Minister for Justice to 
prohibit the shooting of hares or the taking 
of hares in any manner except by coursing, 
or by a duly recognised pack of hounds in 
any part of the Free State—coursing, for 
the purpose of this prohibition, to be 


than two dogs from slips.”’ 

Another provision will prohibit entirely 
the taking of game by traps, snares, or 
nets without the permission of the resident 
police superintendent. An exception from 
this rule, however, will be the taking of 
hares by means of nets by a recognised 
coursing club. affiliated to the Irish 
Coursing Club. Notwithstanding that the 
close: season for hares will be from 20th 
‘March to 1st October, such a recognised 
club can take hares alive by means of nets 
for the purpose of parking on and from 
15th August in each year. 

The bill will also prohibit the taking, 
shooting, or killing of all game, except 
wild duck, teal and widgeon, between one 
hour after sunset and one hour before 
sunrise. | 

It is proposed to permit Sunday shooting 
for the reason that a number of persons 
who have taken out the necessary firearms 
certificate are not, by the nature of their 
callings, able to afford the time to shoot 
on week-days. 


GAME DEALERS. 


It is proposed that a dealer in game 
must be possessed of a certificate for a 
game dealer’s licence from a Justice of the 
District Court, such certificate to be valid 
for a year. Before granting the certificate 
the Justice must satisfy himself of the 
general good character of the applicant 
and of the suitability of his premises for 
carrying on the business of game dealer, 
and that from the nature of the business 
carried on by him already he reasonably 
requires a certificate for a licence. Upon 
obtaining the certificate an annual fee of 
£3 will be payable by the applicant to the 
Revenue authorities. | 
It will be incumbent on a dealer to keep 
a register of all purchases made by him, 
and he will not be entitled to purchase 
game from any person other than a duly 
licensed dealer or a person holding a £2 
firearm. certificate. He must also keep a 
register of the persons from whom he 
purchases, and he will not be entitled to 
have in his possession or expose for sale 
any class of game ten days after the close 
season, for such game has begun. 

It 1s proposed to make it an offence for 
a private individual to pr =chase game from 
any person other than a licensed dealer 


‘or a person holding a £2 firearm certifi- 


cate. As far as possible the provisions of 
the Fisheries Act, 1925, governing salmon 
and trout dealers will also be applied to 
dealers in game. 


POWERS OF THE POLICE. 


While the individual owners of game 
rights will have to take all steps possible 
to enforce the provisions of the proposed 
new code, it is proposed to make it part 
of the duty of the Civic Guards to see 
that the provisions of the Act are obeyed. 
Under the Firearms Act of 1925 the 
Guards are entitled to enter on lands for 
the purpose of interrogating any person 
carrying “á gun and demanding from him 
the production of his firearms certificate. 
The Act contemplates reinforcing these

GREAT DISTRESS IN 
PEKING. 
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From “ Tart TrMEs ” CoRRESPONDENT. 


PEKING, Thursday.

ACCIDENT DUE TO DEFECT IN 
MACHINERY. 

A verdict of “ accidental death, due to 
injuries received through being knocked down 
by a tank, owing apparently to some 
technical defect,”’ 'was the verdict recorded 
by the East Sussex Coroner at yesterday's 
inquest at Hayward’s Heath, Sussex, on Miss 
Edith Smith (20), who was killed at Cuckfield 
on Tuesday by a tank of the 2nd Battalion 
Royal Tank Corps.

THE LEAGUE’S RADIO 
PROBLEM. 


DOUBTFUL ADVANTAGES OF 
ITS OWN STATION. 
From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Thursday. 

The Third Committee of the League of 
Nations Assembly ‘to-day discussed the 
scheme for a League wireless station capable 
of communicating with members in time of 
emergency. 

M. Motta (Switzerland) pointed out that 
the station would be required only in time of 
emergency, and added that the Swiss Govern- 
ment, as a mark of friendship, offered to erect 
a station which it would operate for itself in 

' normal times, but would hand over to the 
‘League in an emergency. That would cost 

the League less than half what it would cost 
for it to have its own station. Moreover, the 
erection of a station owned by the League 
would give rise to certain political problems 
for the Swiss Confederation—problems relat- 
ing to national defence and the status of the 
Confederation. 

The Hon. Edward Cadogan (Great Britain) 
said that both schemes would be costly, and 
the British Government considered that the 
hypothetical benefits to be conferred by them 
did not justify the expense of either pro- 
posal. They were sceptical as regards the 
likelihood of a situation in which a special 
wireless installation would be the League's 
only means of communication with the cuter 
world. 

M. Paul Boncour (France) thought that a 
situation might arise when ordinary w:ré 
communication would not be available ; there- 
fore he was of opinion that the two schemes 
ought to be examined.

HOW A TRAWLER WAS 


ARRESTED 


An officer of the Royal Navy at Dover 
Police Court yesterday described how he 
arrested a foreign trawler found within the 
three-mile limit of the English coast. 
Pierre Georges Charles Haymere, master 
of the French trawler, St. Michel, of Bou- 
logne, was brought up on remand, charged 
with fishing within the three-mile limit on 
September 11. He was further charged 
with entering within exclusive limits of the 
British isles, for purposes not recognised by 
international law. 
The ie were dismissed, but the 
magistra agreed that the circumstances 
were extremely suspicious. 
Lieutenant-Commander Rowland Kyrle 
Cecil Pope, of H.M.S. Garry, fishery pro- 
tection gunboat, stated that in the vicinity 
of Dungeness, at 6.3 a.m., on September llth, 
he sighted the trawler running under motor 
power, and heading for the shore. The 
aite was four miles off, and made for tre 
trawler, which was going in the direction of 
Rye Bay. The Garry was flying the White 
Ensign and the Fishery pennant, but the 
trawler had no flag. He sounded the boat's 
whistle and the St. Michel altered her course. 
He repeatedly signalled her, but she carried 
on, and he ordered the gun to be uncovered, 
and a man to stand by. The trawler then 
stopped, and she was secured and boarded. 
The trawler captain said that he had not 
fished, and was going to Boulogne. Later 
he stated that his motor was not workin 
properly. The trawl net was loosely haule 
up and wet, and a féw small fish were in it. 
Boatswain. Dommett said that the St. 
Michel was about half a mile off shore. The 
lower part of the trawl net was over the 
side, and the shoes were in the water. The 
St. Michel entered Dover Harbour under her 
own motor power. He was told hy one of 
the crew that the fish had been pushed over- 
board.

Mr. T. D, Connolly (Waterford) seconded 
the motion. 

Mr. Commissioner Ford (Trim) said.that if 
the Commissioner system had defects from the 
point of view of the hackneyed hrase 
democratic representation, unquestionably it 
had also its merits, and very pronounced 
werits. in financial retrievement consistent 
with civie service. He could not understand 
why there should be such a terrible fear 
amongst public administrators on the ques- 
tion of the appointment of managers. 

Mr. Maguire (Dalkey) said that the Com- 
missioners had failed to bring home any- 
thing against any public representative of 
this country or against any public body, and 
it was not for the want of trying. 

Mr. Heffernan, T,D. (Farmers’ Party), ex- 
pressed the view that a papularly appointed 
Board never -would economise. 

Mr. Forsyth (Pembroke) ‘said that he was 
not in favour ofan omnibus resolution, and he 
thought that the Executive Committee should 
consider the bill, and put before the Govern- 
ment the vital points in which they thought 
this bill affected democratic contro]. 

THE BEST-MANAGED COUNCIL, 

Mrs. Kettle (Rathmines) supported the 
motion, and, in reply to Mr. Heffernan’s 
statement, that a popularly appointed board 
never would economise, she referred him to 
the record of Rathmines Urban Council, 
which, she said, was the best managed in 
Ireland or anywhere else. 

After some further discussion, the following 
amendment, proposed by Mr. Joseph Harring- 
ton (Tralee) and seconded by Mr. M. J. Nolan 
Tralee), was passed by 21 votes against 17 :— 
“That we desire to express our dissatisfaction 
with the principles adumbrated in the Cork 
City Management Bill, and that we call upon 
the Dail and Senate to so amend it in Com- 
mittee that the principle of complete control 
over the destinies of the municipality by its 
own representatives be inserted in the bill.” 

The amendment was passed as a substantive 
resolution by the same majority. 

THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT VOTE. 

A motion sent forward by the Sligo 
Corporation to the effect that all persons 
attaining the age of 21 be granted the local 
government vote as the Parliamentary vote 
obtains at present was lost. 

A resolution was passed to the effect that 
long-term loans should be available for works 
of social improvement when it is considered 
desirable to carry out such works, and that 
such loans should have retrospective effect. 

SPEED OF MOTOR VEHICLES. 

A diseussion took place as to the speed of 
motor veincles, and it was agreed that the 
matter should be referred to the Committee 
of the Association, 

A motion wag) passed to the effect that no 
person should be permitted to drive a motor 
‘us or lorry until such person had passed a 
stringent test of competency. 

TAXATION OF ‘BUSES AND LORRIES. 

The Sligo Corporation submitted a resolu- 
tion, that the taxation’ of motor omnibuses 
and lorries should be ihcreased, especially in 
the case of the heavier vehicles, so as to 
cover the damage caused to public roads 
by these vehicles; that such increased taxa- 
tion should be available for road upkeep by 
local authorities, and that insurance against 
third party risks should be compulsory on the 
owners of all motor vehicles. á 
The resolution was passed. 


UNKNOWN LAND-OWNERS. 

A resolution put forward on behalf of the 
Sligo Corporation was passed, to the effect 
that powers be sought to acquire land on 
which, for a number of years, no rates have 
been paid owing to inability to trace the 
owners. 

There was a motion on the agenda to make 
penal the emission of all unnecessary noises 
likely to injure public health between 11 
Aró and 7 a.m., but it was not proceeded 
with. 

GRATUITIES AND ALLOWANCES. 

Two resolutions, one on behalf of Tralee 
Urban District Council and one by request 
of the Clonmel Corporation, were taken to- 
gether. The first protested against ‘‘ the 
arbitrary provisions’? of Part IV. of the 
Local Government Act, 1925, under which 
local authorities are required to pay out of 
‘ver funds the whole of the gratuities and 
reliving allowances granted to officers of 
Committees appointed by them for the pur- 
poses of the Agricultural and Technical In- 
struction (Ireland) Act, 1899, as the Council 
considered that it was unfair and inequitable 
that the whole burden of such gratuities and 
allowances should be borne by the ratepayers, 
and called on the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health to have the neces: 
‘ary steps taken, as soon as possible, to 
have this portion of the Act amended with 
a view of enacting that gratuities or retirin 
allowances which may be awarded to wach 
officers in future are made payable out of 
the fund from which their salaries were paid 
to them. 

The Clonmel motion expressed the opinion 
that the Local Government Minister should 
lutroduce legislation to enable employés of 
local bodies to be superannuated after a 
‘erm of years of service; that such super- 
annuation seheme should be based on con- 
tributory basis, and that the salaries and 
Pensions of technical teachers should be paid 
y the Department of Education out of the 
funds of that Department. 

Both resolutions were passed.

The artistic design of the Free State 
currency notes has been much admired in 
Belfast, and the delicate compliment paid 
to Northern Ireland in symbolising the 
River Lagan on the back of the £5 note, 
the highest denomination issued so far, 
has been received with mixed feelings. 
Perhaps, it is unconsciously prophetic of 
the years to come. The distinctive Irish 
tone given to the issue by the figure of 
Sir John Lavery’s famous picture of a 
colleen was an inspiration of genius; for it 
pleases everyone, with tew exceptions, Sir 
John being an artist in whom the people 
of the North take a pardonable pride. On 
the other hand, there are those who dislike 
anything which gives prominence to the 
Free State as the youngest Dominion 
within the Empire; yet even they find it 
dificult to establish a grievance, as the 
stability of the new notes is guaranteed 
by the British Government through the 
Bank of England. 

Generally speaking, the Northern people 
are greatly interested in the venture of 
their Southern neighbours, and do not 
apprehend any difficulty in the new mode 
of exchange. After all, in trading and 
commercial circles money very seldom 
passes in business transactions, bank 
cheques, bills, and omlers being the usual 
means of settling accounts. It is not 
likely that the Southern notes will 
circulate to any great extent in the Six 
Counties, as their issue by the banks is 
prohibited, but for some time to come they 
will be welcomed as novel strangers in 
our midst. 


THE COLLINS REFORT. 


The Collins report is still the chief topic 
of conversation in the city, and there is a 
good dea] of ‘‘soreness’’ about the muni- 
cipality having been described as some- 
thing ‘not much better than a village in 
its government.

This Mrs. Wade has since regretted 
giving the permission, and has created such 
that the relatives of the 
deceased Julia Wade are anxious to have the 
body placed in the grave in which her 
deceased husband is interred, E5233.
